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STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 

The  Student  Government  Association  of  Bradford  includes  the  entire  student  body  and 
is  headed  by  a  group  of  twelve.  The  Council  consists  of  a  president,  a  vice-president,  who 
are  both  Seniors,  a  secretary-treasurer,  who  is  a  Freshman,  three  Senior  members-at-large, 
and  three  Freshman  members-at-large,  the  president  of  House  Committee,  and  the  presidents 
of  the  Senior  and  Freshman  classes. 

Bradford  is  a  miniature  democratic  community,  and  the  Council  is  the  governing  body. 
Not  only  does  it  make  and  enforce  laws,  but  it  tries  to  solve  any  group  or  individual  problems 
that  may  arise.  Student  government  guarantees  the  welfare  of  the  group,  and  the  group  in 
turn  adjust  themselves  and  live  accordingly  to  the  regulations  of  the  Council.

February.

HOUSE  COMMITTEE 

The  House  Committee  is  an  organization  working  side  by  side  with  the  Bradford 
Student  Government.  At  the  head  of  the  committee  is  the  president,  elected  by  an  all- 
student  vote,  serving  for  one  semester  only.  Assisting  her  is  the  secretary,  elected  by  the 
House  Committee.  The  committee  is  composed  of  corridor  captains  and  their  assistants, 
two  girls  representing  each  corridor  in  the  main  dormitory,  and  two  girls  from  each  off- 
campus  house.  All  girls  are  elected  for  one  semester  only,  but  all  may  be  reelected  the 
second  semester,  with  the  exception  of  the  president. 

With  the  idea  in  mind  of  establishing  cooperation  between  the  two  governing 
student  bodies,  the  president  of  the  House  Committee  is  a  member  of  the  Student 
Government  Council,  and  from  time  to  time  the  president  of  the  Student  Government 
attends  meetings  of  the  House  Committee. 

This  year  the  House  Committee  has  endeavored  to  arouse  a  stronger  interest  among 
the  student  body  in  dormitory  problems.  It  has  also  made  an  effort  to  promote  a  spirit 
of  closer  cooperation  between  the  students  and  the  committee. 

Such  matters  as  devising  a  system  for  answering  phones,  and  paper  salvaging  for  the 
War  Council  have  been  the  concern  of  House  Committee.  "Quiet  hours"  and  "roll  call" 
are  among  the  jobs  that  confront  this  organization.  "Alertness  and  efficiency"  might  be 
the  motto  of  House  Committee  in  performing  its  tasks  and  solving  problems  methodically. 

Monthly  corridor  meetings  are  held,  conducted  by  the  chairman  and  her  assistant. 
Any  suggestions  for  improvement  are  welcomed  at  these  meetings,  and  in  this  way  the 
House  Committee  can  learn  student  opinion,  run  the  dormitories  more  efficiently,  and 
help  to  make  each  girl  an  indirect  participant  in  this  organization. 
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WAR  COITNCIL 


The  War  Council  is  an  all-student  organization  directed  by  ten  representatives  from 
the  student  bodv.  It  was  organized  during  the  war  for  the  purpose  of  coordinating  all  war 
activities  undertaken  by  the  college  to  help  bring  about  victory  and  peace.  This  year, 
although  the  war  is  at  an  end,  there  still  have  been  numerous  necessary  activities  connected 
with  the  war,  and  the  Council  has  continued  to  function.  Next  year  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Council  will  carry  out  projects  that  are  connected  directly  with  Bradford  and  the  com- 
munitv  of  Haverhill.    The  name  will  then  be  changed. 

The  Council  began  its  activities  this  year  by  directing  a  successful  National  War 
Fund  and  Community  Chest  Drive.  A  total  of  $13(19  was  contributed  by  the  students, 
faculty,   and   staff. 

In  fanuary  we  did  our  part  in  the  National  Clothing  Drive  by  collecting  enough 
clothes  to  fill  five  large  cartons,  and  in  March  a  Red  Cross  Drive  was  sponsored  in  con- 
nection with  the  National   Red  Cross  Drive. 

The  major  activities  of  the  War  Council  this  year  was  the  task  of  refurnishing  a 
dining  room  at  Pierce  Junior  College  in  Athens,  Greece.  The  furnishings  and  equipment 
of  that  college  were  almost  totally  destroved  during  the  war,  and  our  assistance  was 
greatly  needed.  In  the  spring,  furnishings  suitable  for  the  room  at  Pierce  College  were 
shipped  from  Bradford  to  Athens,  thus  creating  a  closer  bond  between  Bradford  and  a 
sister  institution. 

All  during  the  year  everv  student  has  been  involved  in  the  War  Council's  program 
of  paper  salvage,  which  has  been  carried  on  now  for  two  years. 

We  are  vcrv  indebted  to  our  faculty  adviser,  Miss  Helmes,  and  wish  to  thank  her 
for  her  generous  help  throughout  the  year. 
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CHRISTIAN  UNION 

The  Christian  Union  of  Bradford  includes  the  entire  student  body  and  is  directed  by 
a  Council  of  seventeen  girls.  This  year  the  Council  was  entirely  made  up  of  volunteers; 
thus  it  was  composed  of  girls  who  had  a  genuine  interest  in  and  enthusiasm  for  religious 
and  social  work. 

The  Council  has  a  dual  purpose:  first  and  foremost,  to  lay  emphasis  on  college  life; 
second,  to  select  the  particular  philanthropies  to  which  the  contributions  of  the  students 
go.  Two  of  our  major  contributions  this  year  have  been  three  hundred  dollars  to  the 
Community  Chest  and  two  hundred  dollars  to  the  Red  Cross.  We  have  also  become  the 
sponsors  of  a  small  school  in  Europe  through  contributions  to  Save  the  Children  Federation. 

One  of  the  ways  in  which  we  have  tried  to  stress  the  spiritual  side  of  campus  life 
has  been  through  informal   vesper  services  held  in  the  second  floor  living-rooms. 

The  Council  began  its  activities  this  year  with  a  reception  for  the  Freshmen  during 
the  opening  week  of  school.  Late  in  the  fall  came  the  Book  Fair,  in  which  every  Council 
member  participated.  At  Christmas  the  Council,  with  the  aid  of  the  student  body, 
sponsored  the  traditional  Christmas  children's  party.  To  this  the  children  of  servicemen 
were  invited. 

In  the  winter,  during  Lent,  the  Christian  Union  held  a  Religious  Emphasis  week. 
Among  others  the  topic  Religion  and  Science  was  discussed  during  the  informal  conference 
period  which  followed  in  the  afternoon.  The  speakers  were  the  Rev.  Emerson  H.  Lalone 
and  the  Rev.  R.  S.  M.  Emrich. 

Many  feel  that  with  the  numerous  interests  in  college  one  tends  to  lose  sight  of  the 
importance  of  the  spiritual  side  of  life.  The  Christian  Union  wants  to  see  that  the 
importance  of  religion  is  brought  out  in  everyday  living.  The  organization  wishes  to 
thank  its  adviser,  Miss  Jenks,  for  her  helpful  cooperation  during  the  year.

The  Masqueraders  Club  offers  an  excellent  opportunity  for  those  interested  in  the 
theater  to  increase  their  understanding  and  to  acquire  some  acting  experience.
